Older than Boston or New York, Salem, or even 
Santa Fé, are these far southern cities, but on 
beyond them lies an emptiness of great sunshine 
and the high dust of wandering herds. The town 
of Buenos Aires has a fourth of all the people of 


the nation; on the pampas plains where remote 


estancias have but a house.or two and the flocks 
gather, and on the rigid wastes of Patagonia 
southward down Magellan's straits to the dark 
soils of Fuego there are few men, 

In Peru Ecuador, in battling Bolivia and 
Paraguay, in Chile, in Guiana, and the purple 
land of Uruguay aefoss the Plata river, north 
through the rain drenched forests of Brazil, the 
earth lies alone ‘under the sun and storms, and 
men are far between. Great cities lie there, too, 
pritliant and beautiful, with all the modern smart- 
/mess of the age, but their roots are struck into 
a wilderness, where huge estates instead of little 
farmers hold the land, and corporations or great 
landlords or the church's ancient power still 
largely rule the diggers of the soil. In all of 
South America only fifty million human beings 
live, and they are clustered mostly in the cities. 

A new land, old in custom and in institution, 
older than Anglo-Saxon North America, older than 


Germany or England, lies on the equator. With; 


gut coal, on which the Nordics build their civi- 
lization, all South America has remained agrarian 
and cities levying deeply of the soil behind them 
burn brightly on the shore. They are fair towns, 
fairer than those of northern North America, more 
clever and resplendent, but the lands behind them 
are largely left. to lowly Indians and peons, to 
overgeers and managers, or to a. rural, landed 
baron and the hired tillers of the agil. From this 
Gyetern in the southern countries some regions 
try te break away, but without industrialism the 
bed of the church and great estates remains 
there very strong.
